directions) for which deliveries he obtained 
three regular and proper receipts from Mr. 


| Voight, keeper of the ſaid magazines. 


Theſe receipts Mr. Roſe directly ſent to Mr. 
Redeker, to get payment for them, in part of 
his undertaking, as they really were ; who there- 


upon remitted them to Mr. Voſs, his agent, at 


the Head Quarters, to get them certified. 


Mr. Voſs obſerving that theſe receipts were 


in the name of Mr. Roſe, and being ignorant of 


his connection with Mr. Redeker, in this un- 


dertaking, concluded it had been a miſtake of 


the magazine-keeper, - eſpecially. as they were 
expreſsly ſpecified to be for a delivery on ac- 
count of the principalities of Minden and Ra- 


venſberg, which he knew Mr. Redeker had 
undertaken; and therefore, to fave the time of 
ſending them back to be drawn aright, altered 


the name of Roſe into Reathker, and then: laid 


| the receipts before Mr. Hulton, a certifying 
Commiſſary. ib 1 
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Mr. Hulton obſerving this alteration of the 
name, refuſed to certify the receipts, though all 
theſe circumſtances were explained to him; 
and though Mr. Hatton frequently told him, 
and Col. Peirſon expreſsly wrote him word, in 
a letter dated Nord Dinkern July 19, 176i,“ that 
« they were fully ſatisfied nothing wrong was 
intended by this alteration of the name, 45 
«* the quantities, and the account upon which the 
« deliveries were made, were not attempted to 
te be altered; and therefore that he might ſafely 
* certify them, when he ſhould think proper; 
and though he himſelf compared the receipts 

with the books and accounts of the King's ma- 
gazine-Rceper, by whom they had been grant- 
ed; and with the - interim receipts, for which 
theſe general receipts had been given, and which 


the magazine-keeper produced to him, to prove 


the delivery in the moſt circumſtantial manner, 
and found them all to agree exactly; and till 
detains them from the proprietors, notwith- 
ſtanding the opinion of his ſuperiors, Mr. Hat- 


ton and Col. Peirſon, and 25 many convincing 
proofs to the contrary. 


When Mr. Reb Mr. Roſe's accounts 
were laid before the Commiſſioners for Ger- 
man Demands, they included in them the de- 
liveries for which theſe receipts had been ob- 
tained, expecting with reaſon, that the atteſta- 
tions of Mr. Hatton and Gen. Peirſon would
